Tne Currency Question. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : 
Tlmt there» is a 
¿•rowing disposition throughout 
the 
State in favor of tin* adoption of tin* 
National currency, is clearly evinced 
l>v tl.io tone of tin* up-country press 
aii<I tin* people, and that this disposi­ 
tion is liable to ripen into action hur- 
¡nt; the coining w inter is also, to some 
extent, foreshadowed. There arc those 
in this co m m u n ity , too, who have im- 
hihed of this opinion so iutcinpcrutoly 
that they have contracted a species of 
greenback intoxication, and declare— 
almost in term s—that it is purely a 
question of one side, and that no ra­ 
tional m an would stand forth, and 
purely on tin* ground of com m ercial 
jsiliey or |xbitical econom y, attempt 
lo vindicate our gold and silver cur­ 
rency system . 
W e are told that it is 
a suicidal policy on our part, to com ­ 
m ercially array ourselves against the 
rest of til*) Union, by ri'fnniui/ the na- 
tiouat cnrrcnci/; that our course is un- 
natuial and un-Am erican, and that 
we not on ly shut out im m igration and 
lienee the inseparable capital, hut that 
we are likew ise driving out capital al­ 
ready here, to seek investm ent where 
it will Iícenme nom inally greater. 
N ow , Mr. Editor, I take it for grant­ 
ed that this is an open «piostion, and 
as such, is entitled to face discussion; 
and w hile I see upon the surfuee m any 
good reasons w hy we should think fa­ 
vorably of this rising heresy, I am 
convinced that beneath will he found 
the true reasons why w e should not 
adopt it. 
In a general way it m ay seem a 
plausible argum ent llint w e should ac- 
• upt tile national currency as the cir­ 
culating m edium in our ¡state, and so 
acknowledge ourselves a m em ber of 
the Union in w eakness as well as in 
strength, in adversity as well as in 
prosperity. 
T his much, 1 say, sounds 
plausibly, but beyond that it carries 
with it 
no elem ent o f conviction. 
There is no logical reason w hy, as a 
sovereign State, we should regulate 
our currency to conform to an y sys­ 
tem outside, w hether national or oth­ 
erwise, and I cannot recollect an in­ 
stance in w hich I have observed the 
often-asserted argm nent to the contra­ 
ry defended on its assum ed ground. 
Its cham pions depend for success on 
the fair subtlety oi their position, and 
if this is brought into controversy, we 
lind them next 
entrenched behind 
som e collateral and decidedly sjieeiHe 
issue. 
But these collateral matters 
will fall into their appropriate places, 
io flu» *'<w>rvv of this com m unication. 
That our cuirency sy stem is the 
safest and the best for tin* people of 
this State is, I think, susceptible of 
dem onstration; but that its aj>j)t¡ca­ 
tion is not open lo very severe criticism 
is by no u u a n s true, and ju st there is 
where the remedy m ight lie profitably 
applied. 
Our “ hit” system is sim p ly 
intamous, and lacks only the necessa­ 
ry acts of intim idation to constitute it 
robbery, and indictable. 
But 
this 
abuse m ight hi* so easily remedied by 
the adoption of the nickel two-cent 
and live-cellt pieces, that I will pass 
it without further com m ent. 
That we 
keep out capital by an “exaggerated” 
standard ot currency is not true to 
com m on sense. 
Our currency is not 
exaggerated, but it is tin* basis that 
gives to a nondescript security its only 
value. 
In other words th e greenback 
is a m edium w hich w ith borrowed 
|mwers, seeks to usurp th e dominion 
of that w hich is the parent of its 
power. 
N ow , surely it is a logical ar­ 
gum ent that direct value is as profita­ 
ble as,and m uch safer than indirect and 
cnnplicatcd value, or that gold as u 
circulating 
m ed ium 
should impart 
every advantage, with the additional 
advantages of directness and stability, 
that the sam e com m odity will impart 
w hen brought to liear through an un­ 
certain treacherous and depreciated 
security—for gold is still th e represen­ 
tative of value w hether it com e to us 
as specie or in the verdant tints of a 
greenback. A gain, it is not our curren­ 
cy but it is the application of our sys­ 
tem before referred to, that discoura­ 
ges the capitalist who looks hither­ 
ward for an opportunity to invest. 
I cannot believe that any m an would 
hesitate to invest Ids m oney in busi­ 
ness here purely on th e ground that 
his funds have nom inally decreased; 
for the m an w ho has sold his ShHHl 
in national currency, and obtained 
SSUU in gold, has still the satisfaction 
of know ing that not a ce n t has been 
lost by the change, and lias besides, 
the gratification of feeling that his pro­ 
perty is no longer liable to be reduced 
ten to tw enty p ercen t by the slightest 
national com plication. 
N om inal value is an argum ent too 
childish for this age. 
It reminds one 
of the Indian’ bargain w ho refused to 
exchange his buckskin for a sack of 
Hour unless the trader would agree 
thut each article was w orth $10. 
The 
best answ er to this charge is, how ­ 
ever, that the m an w ho invests in 
California 
under our system loses 
untiling, and know s he loses nothing. 
N ow suppose w e adopt the national 
currency w hat w ill be the result as to 
our pre-existing obligations. 
The ob­ 
ligation of our contracts m ust be tire- 
served inviolable, for this is a consti­ 
tutional provision. 
Independent of 
any legislation this would therefore 
remain unaffected. 
W e would there­ 
fore be com pelled to go in to market 
and purchase large quantities of gold 
for the jiuynicnt of such obligations, 
thereby w ent lug a speculative neces­ 
sity , aiid com p elling the State to take 
its* chances of being fleeced by the 
graduates of W all street academ y as 
often as an obligation becam e due and 
payable. 
Suppose then such forced 
s|>ecuJations should prove unprofita­ 
ble, that another black Friday, or any 
other of the thousand and one causes 
w hich affect gam es of chance, should 
arise, our state would be forced from 
its proud position into a condition of 
bankruptcy and financial ruin. 
Such 
are the chances against us in accept­ 
ing a depreciated currency, w hich act 
could jsissibly bring no good result, 
and whose m ost earnest advocates can 
support on no better ground than the 


apparent good taste of a state accept­ 
ing the condition of the Union at large. 
But this suggestion com es too late.

Fisk & Hatch's Failura. 


T h e failure o f this firm was reeei ved 
in the Gold Room s in the following 
manner: 
W h en the President’s gavel dropped 
again their tongues did not s lo p wag­ 
ging. 
Rap, rap, rap, went the re­ 
sounding wooilen hammer. 
"I want you all to understand,” 
said the President, when partial quie­ 
tude had been gained, “ that I don’t 
call on you to order without m eaning 
it. 
Hold your tongues!" 
T he brokers laughed a little at this 
and then grew soberly expectant as 
the President held up a note and pre­ 
pared to read it. 
“O w n ing lo the wide-spread want 
of confidence caused hy the failure o f 
well known firm s,” rea*I the Presi­ 
dent, “and to advances made by us to 
railroad com panies, from w hich we 
cannot im m ed iately realize, we are 
unable to meet the heavy dem ands 
U]x>n us, 
and are compelled to an ­ 
nounce our suspension.” 
T he brokers breathlessly 
awaited 
the reading of the n am e signed to the 
note. 
The perfect silence was in strik­ 
ing contrast to the previous uproar. 
A fter a pause, the President read on: 
“A lthou gh w e have no unsettled 
business w ith you r Board, we take the 
opportunity oi th u s announcing the 
the facts.” 
A gain the brokers, and w ith more 
im patience, aw aited th e name. 
“ Yours, respectfully,” concluded the 
reader, Fish A H a tch .” 
A prolonged w histle from soineliody 
was the first audible reception of the 
startling news, and it was exactly e x ­ 
pressive of the general astonishm ent. 
The announcem ent 
o f failures had 
been expected, but 
none of a firm 
w hich had been above the taint of un- 
soundness.—.V. U. ¡Sun, 


Another Arizona Murder.

Springs. The deceased was a Texan,and 
had killed during his six years stay in 
Arizona thirty-six Indians. The M iner 
thus speaks of h im : 
Fear w as a feelin g w ith w hich he 
was entirely unacquainted. 
Brave, 
even to rashness, he never faltered, 
even w hen alone, in attacking any 
num ber of Apaches. Relatives, friends, 
all, had frequently cautioned him to 
be less rush in h is onslaughts on the 
foe, but it was not his nature to so de­ 
port him self, and lie died, as he lived, 
the bravest, m ost dauntless 
white 
man that has ev er trod the soil of Ari­ 
zona. 
And thus concludes: 
“ R evenge is sw ee t;’ forgiving have 
w e been to the A paches, but, in God’s 
nam e; in the n a m e of John B. Tow n­ 
send and hundreds o f other noble 
m artyrs, let not this last crim e be for­ 
given the murderous, lyin g red-hrood, 
who have robbed us of our bravest and 
best, and kept us poor as the poorest 
peasants of Europe. 
R em em ber the 
widows and orphans 
the 
wretches 
have made, and strike them wherever 
and w henever opportunity offers.

Vested R ig h ts No. I. 


Two classes of vested rights are re­ 
cognized in our form of government. 
Rights with which a person is invested 
by nature; and political rights; or, 
such as a person may have acquired 
from the political organization. 
Over 
the first class our Government con­ 
fesses it lias no jurisdiction; and the 
Constitution of California ami most 
of the States enumerate a greater or 
less number of those inalienable per­ 
sonal rights emanating from a higher 
source than political or legeslative au­ 
thority. 
The Constitution of California says, 
that among these inalienable rights 
aré those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty, acquiring, possessing, 
ami protecting property. The Consti­ 
tution of Maine goes further and de­ 
clares that all power is inherent in the 
jieople; 
all 
free 
governments 
are 
founded on their authority, and insti­ 
tuted for their benefit; and they have 
therefore an interest and indefeasible 
right to institute governments, and to 
alter, reform, or totally change the 
same, when their safety and happiness 
require it. 
The Constitution of llli- 
fiois announces these same principles, 
and adds: that a frequent recurrence 
to the fundamental principles of civil 
government is necessary to preserve 
the blessings of liberty. 
. Respecting political or acquired vest­ 
ed rights, there doe's not appear to l>e 
any well defined or generally acknowl­ 
edged principles or catalogue laid down 
by authors on the judiciary of this 
country. 
It seems that the provision 
of the National Constitution prohibit­ 
ing States from passing ex pout footo 
law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts, has not been clearly or 
definitely determined. 
It is therefore, 
says a writer upon Statutory and Con­ 
stitutional law, of the highest momeut 
if possible, to obtain a clear idea as to 
the nature and extend of the protect­ 
ions which guard our rights of proper­ 
ty from attack under color of law—to 
determine, in other words, what is a 
vested right. 
In an opinion delivered 
by the Supreme Court of New York, 
which opinion was subsequently ap­ 
provingly referred to by the Supreme 
Court, that Court said: vested rights 
are indefinite terms and of extensive 
signification, not unfrequently resort­ 
ed to when no better argument exists, 
incases neither within the reason or 
spirit of the principle. 
But the Court 
said also, that private corporations are 
the private property of the corporators. 
They are designed to regulate private 
interests. 
Large 
investments 
are 
made in pursuance of their authority, 
and the tenure by which such corpo­ 
rate property is held, is like that of an 
individual to his farm or his personal 
estate, and an invasion of such cor- 
« v t.^ji jmw»>r, is like a violation of 
*-ue rights. 
In Massachusetts the 
Cfffief Justice rendered an opinion in 
which the court said that rights legal­ 
ly vested in any corporation cannot be 
controlled or destroyed by any subse­ 
quent statute unless a power for that 
purpose he reserved to the legislature 
in the act of incorporation. 
And the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
has laid down the principle that a 
grant by the legislature is u contract 
which no subsequent legislature can 
revoke or cancel. This court lias also 
said that every law, that takes away 
or impairs rights vested agreeable to 
existing laws, is retrospective and is 
generally unjust and may be oppres­ 
sive, and is a good general rule that a 
Jaw should have no retrospect. 
But 
there are eases in which the laws may 
justly and for the benefit of the com­ 
munity and also of individuals relate 
to a time antecedent to their com­ 
mencement. 
W hile the general practice of the 
courts lias been to interpose their pow­ 
er in the defense of vested rights 
against attacks by the law making 
power, there has not been a clear ac­ 
cord as to what are vested rights. 
Sedgwick says that no general rule 
can he laid down which " ill describe 
with precision the extent to which 
legislative interference with rights or 
inte reals in property under our system 
ispermitted, or prohibited. 
Taking 
the conceded power of the legislature 
over the procedure and remedy, their 
right to pass repealing ai ts, and in 
many cases retrospective acts,- and 1 
think the result of the investigation is, 
that in no branch of our subject (stat­ 
utory and constitutional law) clear 
lines of demarcation are more impera­ 
tively required nor any more difficult 
to establish. Herious embarrassments 
present them selves in regard to inter­ 
ests created by or under legislation, 
and many moi-t interesting cases have 
hee.n decided as to the rules to W ap­ 
plied in this respect to legal enact­ 
ments 
The difficulty of this subject 
fully equal.: ¡is importance; on the 
one hand any interference with light 
acquired under existing laws is a jh>- 
litieai evil and injury, while on the 
other, to deny to the legislature jmver 
to pi^ke such charges as the social or 
condition requires, would re­ 
duo* i*i to a state of Chinese stagna­ 
tion and im m obility, and would be ab­ 
surdly inconsistent with the condition 
of our country and the character of our 
jH'ople. 
Their inherent difficulties 
have led to frequent contradiction ; 


and there is perluqis no subject of equal 
importance on which there are greater 
incongruities than on tlie point, what 
rights are vested, so as to l>e hevond 
the reach of legislative action, and 
what are within its proper and regular 
control. 
He also says that in the term 
contracts, are not included rights or 
rather interests growing out of meas­ 
ures of public policy. And the Supreme 
Court lias said that the contracts de­ 
signed tobe protected by tlie tenth sec­ 
tion of the first article of the constitu­ 
tion are contracts by which certain de­ 
finite, fixed, private rights of property 
are vcsteif, aidistinguished from rights 
growing out of measures, or engage­ 
ments adopted or undertaken by the 
body politic or State government, for 
the benefit of ail, and which from the 
necessity o f the case and, according to 
universal understanding an- to lie va­ 
ried or discontiued as the public good 
shall require. 


H aving sought in this article to pre­ 
sent the law respecting political vested 
rights a succeeding article will bo an 
inquiry what vested rights have been 
acquired by private corporations in 
this State and how far said corpora­ 
tions are subject to legislative action 
and control.

enable them to move forward upon 
the enemy, to route such corporations 
from their stronghold as rulers and 
practically as law makers, and, final­ 
ly, to rescue the government from the 
clutches of the corruptionists who have 
so long held it in subjection; therefore 
he it. 
Resolved, That the opponents of in­ 
corporated greed and organized cor­ 
ruption do form themselves into a po­ 
litical body to be known as Tiik P eo­ 
p le's In d ep en d en t P a rty . 
Resolved, That one of the most seri­ 
ous obstacle in the way of political 
and government reform lies in the 
doctrine of so-called “party fcaltv,” 
that tyrannical rule which degrades 
tIn* citizen and sinks him in tin* ser­ 
vile partisan, rendering him the help­ 
less tool of selfish wire-pullers and cau­ 
cus manipulators. I u viwoof this long­ 
standing evil, the “Peoples Independ­ 
ent Party” now, in its very inception, 
once for all lays down its fundamental

Resolved, That we are determined 
to use all lawful efforts to drive out 
the corrupt political rings that control 
the action ot t lie national Government, 
wielding its power and dispensing its 
patronage with the sole end of benefit­ 
ing themselves and their hangers-on, 
and of perpetuating their vicious rule: 
and to that end we hereby and for all 
time instruct all representatives of the 
people elected under the auspices of 
the People's Independent l’arty to urge 
and entonce a strict examination into 
the allairs and management of the 
great railroad corporations of thecouu- 
try as well us of iiteir auxiliaries, the 
Credit Mob ¡Her and Contract and Fi­ 
nance Companies, and their several 
dealing with the various departments 
of the Government, executive, legisla­ 
tive and judicial, in order that their 
past corrupt practices may be ex|K)sed, 
the rights and property of tlu* people 
recovered, the guilty'punished and 
purity and economy in administration 
and legislation he restored throughout 
the land. 
Jh xiilriil, That tin* abominable and 
infamous practice of securing election 
to office by the corrupt use of money 
at the jKills and in bribing members of 
legislative bodies, which lias become 
so prevalent in late years, is an evil 
which strikes at the very foundation 
of fice government, and that no man 
guilty of the atrocious crime of obtain­ 
ing or attempting to obtain office by 
such means can ever merit the confi­ 
dence of the people. 
Resolved, That affirming and as­ 
serting the absolute and linui sover­ 
eignty of the people, weelaim and will 
ever assert the rights and authority of 
tlie people’s representatives to control 
and regulate ail such corporations us 
exercise any franchise or special privi­ 
lege obtained by legislative enactment, 
and especially the incorjHirated com­ 
mon carriers of the country, and that 
such right of control and regulation is 
an undeniable prerogative of the State 
and nation; and further, that we will 
use all lawful means to bring said cor­ 
porations within a just uud reasonable 
curt rol, to reduce their rates of freight, 
fare mid charges to an equable and unit 
form standard, prohibiting all unjust 
discriminations ami oppressive regula­ 
t i o n s leveled at localities or individ’ 
mils; to overthrow their jioliticul pow­ 
er, and finally to reduce them to the 
legitimate purposes for which they 
were created and endowed, as the ser­ 
vants were beneficial aids uud not the 
masters of the people.

benefit of actual occupants upon the 
sole condition of residence thereon, in 
order to secure to each family a home. 
Jlcj<olrt.il, That we are opposed to 
granting aid in subsidies of money, 
lands, bonds, or interest on bonds, to 
any railroad or othorcorporation, eith­ 
er'by the Federal, State, county or 
municipal governments, and to all 
laws designed to procure any such sub­ 
sidies under the specious plea of sub­ 
mitting to a vote of the people the 
question as to whether or not a partlc- 
lar subsidy shall he granted. 
Resolved, That we take ground 
against the present tari If, believing 
that it is tlu* result of a dishonest and 
corrupt system of bargaining in Con­ 
gress, whereby each interest seeking 
protection conspires with all other in­ 
terests to support them in their claim, 
to the great injury of theenuseof good 
government and to the loss of the peo­ 
ple, win* are taxed thereby. 
Ursolved, That in view of the cli­ 
mate of California, wherein rain tails 
>niy during a portion of the year, ron 
dering irrigation an absolute necessity 
for the perfect development of the ag­ 
ricultural capabilities of our soil, we 
hold it to be the duty of tin* legisla­ 
ture to retain control of all rivers, lakes 
and other bodies of water to prevent 
their appropriation and monojxily by 
speculators, and to form and jierfect a 
system whereby they can be turned on 
the land at the expense of the district 
benefitted thereby, and for the use of 
the jieople residing on said lands. 
Resolved, That the surest safeguard 
for the perpetuitv of this Government 
and the rights oí the people must al­

Resolved, That we are in favor of all 
reasonable measures of labor reform, 
and of maintaining and enlorcing the 
eight-hour law in regard to manufac­ 
turing and mechanical jiursuits, and 
ujion all public works. 
Resolved, That we are opposed to the 
further influx of the Mongolian race; 
to the further subsidizing of steamship 
lines for the jiurjsise of enabling them 
to bring in this degraded class at mere 
nominal rates; ami to this end we de­ 
mand that the treaty with China, 
known as the Burlingame Treaty, In­ 
abrogated, or modified to one for com­ 
mercial purposes only; and tluit the 
whole moral and legal force of the State 
should he bent to this purpose, as the 
Chinese are a standing menace to the 
moral, physical and pecuniary welfare 
of the people of this State.

OUR INDUSTRIES. 
Tlie Product* mi l Fnrlorle* of ln»s 
AiijreleN. 
The beautiful crystal springs rtf Los 
Feliz rancho with the aid of well ap­ 
plied industry would serve to supply 
the City of Los Angeles with ample 
water. The springs being on the same 
level a* the river, considerable water 
i* allowed to pass off’ unutilized and 
to mingle with the less pure water of 
the Los Angeles river. With hilt lit­ 
tle excavation tlie springs of .Los Fe­ 
liz would lie sufficient to give tlie town 
all the water needed, for domestic pur­ 
poses. 
The water from the springs and the 
river traverse the same ditch as far as 
tlie reservoir where screen rods rack 
all the sediment. From thence the 
water enters the main, hy a sheet iron 
pi|>e 14 inches in diameter and cement­ 
ed t wrt incites deep. At the Catholic 
.cemetery the diameter of the pipe is 
reduced-to eight inches aud tlie pipe 
itself is enst iron instead of sheet. 
This eightJneh main runs into tlie 
town as far as Spring's)reet, where the 
city supply is distributed through pipes 
of various calibre. 
The reservoir at the foot of the cafion 
is SO feet in depth, and is capable of 
holding 0,006,000 gallons. The reser­ 
voir is almost a natural one being per­ 
fectedby the construction of a dam 
across tlie cafion. 
l’AGE * GRANT'S CARRIAGE WORKS. 
A new firm, in business Imt six 
months, who confine their attention 
strictly to manufacturing carriages 
and light wagons. Although so re- 
ecently established they have already 
tun e I out several very beautiful and 
easy running carriages, which would 
be creditable to any factory of much 
greater pretensions, and others, re­ 
markable for their beauty,' are hi pro­ 
cess of construction. For ninny rea­ 
sons, a home-made carriage is better 
than any that can lie imported. Here 
the long, dry summer seasons the 
wood, and puts it in very fine condition 
for working up. The roads are rough 
and peculiar in their hardness, and in 
other respects, so that tlie wagons must 
lie adapted to these conditions. As 
the gentlemen of this firm are practi­ 
cal mechanics, they are aide to watch 
more carefully the work than would 
otherwise lie tin* ease. 
Starting in 
business with only their own funds, 
they have worked up a trade which 
justifies the employment of a dozen 
workingmen, and they use up $10^)00 
wortli of raw material. 
Now they 
have in construction a light carriage, 
weighing only 175 pounds which, from 
the durability and strength of mate­ 
rial, is sufficiently strong to convey 
two men. A barouche which they 
are building gives promise, both in 
finish and durability, to equal any­ 
thing imported. AH parts of the car­ 
riage requiring strength, are made 
from sqeond growth hickory, cured to 
order. To many of their carriages a 
novel feature is added—a peculiar easy 
back spring to the seats. 
If this firm grows, as there is every 
prospect that it will, another feature 
will lie added to our manufactories.

Wilmington Breakwater. 
With the kindly escort of General 
Banning, of Wilmington, and under 
tiie guidance of Captain Clinton B. 
Sears, of tlie U. S. Engineer Corps, 
the officer in charge, I walked over 
every foot of the breakwater thus fur 
constructed and boated along the 
course of the rest of it. From the in­ 
ner end starting from and resting iq>on 
the southwest corner of Rattlesnake 
Island it runs southerly to tlie north­ 
western corner of Dead Mail’s Island. 
Tlie length of the breakwater is 6,fi<M> 
feet; its outline is that of a long and 
gradual curve, ail are of an immense 
circle, convex toward the south from 
wiiieli come tlie heaviest winds 
mid surfs which it will have to with­ 
stand. 
The material is Oregon fir, heavy 
Iron bunds and rods and huge broken 
boulders of rock. This is what art 
furnishes, but as fast as art builds out 
tlie breakwater nature completes its 
strength hy washing iu thousands of 
tonsof sand against the windward or 
tideward side. 
This deposition has already formed 
broad hannks extending several hun­ 
dred feet outward from the shore end 
and backing up so far to the windward 
as to present a surface of some score 
of acres already. Finis nature prompt­ 
ly supplies human effort with a broad 
and deep sand bulwark much wider 
than that which separates San Diego 
bay from tlie ojien sea, and which 
must become permanently established 
long before the remarkably strong ar­ 
tificial work of the originul breakwa­ 
ter can decay or fail. 
The work is very strongly done. 
Teey drive heavy timbers thirty feet 
long and one foot square set closely to­ 
gether side by side. Inside of tills a 
second row of thick plunk twelve inch­ 
es by four is driven so as to break 
joints. This double timbering rises 
four feet above high water. Just lie- 
low tlie top, both inside,and out, heavy 
stringers are thickly bolted along tlie 
entire length. This makes a harrier 
or bulkhead practically water tight. 
This work extends 3,70» feet from the 
original shore. For 1,000 feet beyond 
extend double lines of such work set 
twelve feet apart, which, being lieavi. 
ly ballasted below, strongly bolted 
through and through by large iron 
rials and firmly planked over above 
forms a very strong, substantial 
pier. 
From the outer end of this 
double work to Dead Man’s Island, 
where the water is deepest and the surf 
strongest, tlie work is of rock-bould- 
ers, varying in weight from fifty to 
four hundred pounds, uml piled in such 
quantities as to make an immensely 
heavy sea-wall. Along the leeward 
side of the single line oT double pile- 
work, wherever the tides or eddies 
threaten to undermine or wash away 
the supporting butt, loads of these 
heavy boulders have also been dump­ 
ed. To give additional security, in 
fact to completely insure the tlie sta­ 
bility of tlie work at the |K>ints most 
exposed to the action of tlie natural 
currents, tlie constructor has built out 
strong wing-dams to divert tlie ordina­ 
ry ebb currents away from the timber- 
work and shoot them off to lend their 
aid in constantly clearing and deepen­ 
ing tlie main channel. 
Three and a half millions of feet of 
lumber and 13,000 gross tons of stone 
for rip-rap work have already been 
used, and the work is going steadily on 
in tlie most vigorous and economical 
manner possible. 
Previous to use, the timber is treated 
thoroughly hy the hydro-carbon va­ 
por, which not only preserves the tim­ 
ber from ordinary decay, but in suffi­ 
cient quantity, proves an effectual pro­ 
tection against the boring of the worms 
which work to about two feet above 
mean low water. 
What will the breakwater do? First, 
it will completely shut off’the farther 
incoming and depositing of sand which 
the northerly current flowing between 
Dead Man’s Island and Rattlesnake 
Island has always brought in and left 
in such immense quantities that no 
dredging could sufficiently remove it 
to keep the bottom clear. Second, it 
will shelter un additional harbor secure 
from tlie strong south and southwest 
winds before which vessels have been 
hitherto compelled to “upanelior and 
run to sea.” 
How long will it thus protect aud se­ 
cure that harbor? ('apt. Sears,who has 
brought a thorough scientific educa­ 
tion, and a large amount of similar ex­ 
perience in the east, to hear upon the 
problem, thinks that tin* constant de­ 
posit of surf-driven sand which is stea­ 
dily hanking up along the windward, 
that is, the southern side of the break­ 
water, thus forming a bank or shore 
rising from three to five feet above high 
water, and all the while hacking up to 
windward, cannot fill up tlie broad hay 
tints formed by Dead Man’s Island,the 
breakwater and Rattlesnake Island, in 
less than ten or twelve years. When 
that does happen, that is, when the 
sandy shore bus tilled in the whole 
present bay, it will naturally stretch 
westward, lap by the corner of Dead 
Man’s Island, and begin to form a 
shoal along or near the present anchor­ 
age. At that time, or by that time, 
the commercial inqiortauce of tlie jairt 
will have increased sufficiently to jus­ 
tify tlie construction of an additional 
or final breakwater, which, extending 
southerly or southwesterly from the 
outer island already named, toward 
deep water, will shoot the northerly, 
sand-bearing currents out to a depth 
inwhicn the sandy deposit,which must 
steadily diminish from year to year, 
will he*spread over a bottom so deep 
and broad thut a hundred times as 
much sand could lie washed upon and 
distributed over it without sliouling it 
to any injurious, If indeed to any per- 
'ntihle degree. 
Upon the completion of the break­ 
water some two million cubic yards of 
former dejaisit which have been for 
years accumulating for nearly two 
miles long the maiuchannel will have 
to be dredged away. To effect this 
('apt. Sears proposes to uss the new 
suction dredge which by a broad- 
flanged screw swiftly revolving within 
an iron cylinder, with a motion to that 
of an ordinary propeller screw, and 
with a velocity many times as great, 
rapidly sucks up water, sand, gravel, 
pebbles and shells. These are dis­ 
charged into a huge filtering recepta­ 
cle, which, allowing the water to run 
freely out, retains all tlie rest. Upon 
any bottom except a rocky one this 
machine has been found to work so 
successfully and economically that in 
the St. John’s River, Florida, and 
other places along the Atlantic coast 
the cost of dredging with it lias been 
reduced to seventeen centH a cubic 
yard. Oapt. Sears is confident that 
even with the Increased cost of labor 
and material, the cost of dredging the 
harbor of Wilmington need not ex­ 
ceed twenty-five cents a cubic yard. 
The cost of dredging away two mil­ 
lions of cnjdc yards at twenty-five 
cents a cubie'yard would be, of course, 
half a million (iKjollars. Tlie lireukwa- 
ter completed and this immense deposit 
once removed, tlie subsequent naviga­ 
tion of thut part of the harbor could 
never again be obstructed, at least to 
any siimlar or even to any considera­ 
ble extent, as the constant currents 


which have heretofore deposited it 
would lie completely and finally shut 
off. After dredging vessels could carry 
sixteen feet of water at mean low tine 
to tin* southwest corner of Rattlesnake 
Island to which or very near to which 
the railway station should lie remov­ 
ed from its present situation some two 
miles farter Inland as the crow flies 
and about four as steamboat channel 
runs.—[Resources of California.

NEW YORK. 
Kc-(»|teniiig of I lie Mluck K irhm ur—

N K\V VoHK, Sept. .‘ill. 
Wall, lim ad and New street en­ 
trances to the Stock Exchange were 
crowded tills morning as the opening 
hour approached. 
When the doors 
were thrown open, tin* memhers and 
spectators rushed in in great mini I tern, 
tilling the Exchange and the visitors’ 
gallery tooverflowing. The memhers 
around the President’s desk cheered 
vociferously, waving their hats. 
Promptly at 10 o'clock, President 
Chapman rap|ied the assembly to or­ 
der, and s(H>ke to them as follows: 
“ We have met again after very mo­ 
mentous suspensions, for the purpose 
of resuming business. Your action in 
the interim has met with universal ap­ 
probation, and has been satisfactory 
to yourselves. Business will lie carried 
on under the rules which were adopted 
yesterday by the evening Board,which 
had the appointing of a committee to 
settle contracts with defaulters. All 
I say now is, that you should help each 
other to hear the burden which has fal­ 
len u(sin us. So conduct your business 
as to enable the exchange to carry on 
its work successfully." 
I,nudcheering followed the address. 
Business was begun, and much good 
feeling appears to exist. 
Under the 
considerable pressure to sell and real­ 
ize on stocks, prices have declined 
from those current at opening, from 1 
to 3 per cent. Bankers generally are 
willing to operate for customers on 
margins, until affairs become more 
settled. 
The impression prevails on the street 
and ’Change, that all leading houses 
will pull through, in which event a 
better feeling will he infused through­ 
out commercial circles. 
Sm ith & I.ever, reported suspended 
on the Kith, announce that they will 
pay all demands in full and resume. 
The price of money will depend upon 
stocks. There Is no excitement now. 
If these should he carried through suc­ 
cessfully, there are many who look for 
a comparatively easy working of the 
market. 
There was a decided Improvement in 
foreign exchange. This is looked upon 
asa favorable symptom of returning 
confidence. Leading bankers advanced 
their rates to 61 per cent, on to-day’s 
sterling, and 4T¡ for sight; hut actual 
business was carried on a ta reduction 
from those rates. 
Henry.I. Brooks, leather merchant, 
suspended to-day, owing to present 
financial troubles. He bojíos for an ex­ 
tension of time from his creditors. He 
will then resume business. 
A telegram from Boston last night 
says that Admiral Winslow, U. S. N., 
who commanded the Kearsarge when 
she sunk the Alabama, died at his res­ 
ilience at Boston Highlands last night. 


W ASHINGTON. 
The Finnnelttl H'Vellng—Retine!ion of 
the Public Debt. 
W a s h in g t o n , Kept. 30. 
An improved feeling exists in finan­ 
cial circles. Banks and banking houses 
outside of the combination are doing 
an increased business, while those in 
the combination decline to cash even 
tin* smallest checks. 
It is stated that tin* Treasury De­ 
partm ent will, to-morrow, exhibit a 
fair reduction of the public debt, not­ 
withstanding the revenue of the month 
lias been, comparatively, very light.

Preserve the Fruit. 
Heretofore California lias been a 
very large importer of dried and pre­ 
served fruits, and this even when 
quantities of our own green fruits 
have been allowed to go to waste un­ 
der trees, because the price offered for 
them in this condition would not pay 
a protit, after paying expenses of gath­ 
ering, shipping anil commmission for 
selling. We have seen in this State 
tons of apples, pears, and peaches 
actually rottingjon tin* ground, which, 
if in any of the New England or Mid­ 
dle States would have been dried or 
preserved for the California market, 
and would thus have been made to pay 
the producer a very satisfactory profit, 
after hearing the expense of shipping 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. This 
seems like an extravagant statement, 
hut it is nevertheless true, and tin* 
very fact that it is true should wake 
our fruit producers up to the realiza­ 
tion that there is something very 
wrong in the manner in which they 
have been condueting their business, 
and cause them to look about for the 
means of correcting this wrong. 
We 
have heretofore depended too much 
upon the sale and consumption of our 
fruits in a green state. In the face of 
the fact that not one-half the apples 
and pears that we have been produc­ 
ing, and that rijien in the latter part 
of sum m er and the early autumn, 
have been needed for immediate con­ 
sumption in a green state, we have 
pesistcd in forcing them all upon the 
m arket; when too, every shipment 
made brought us in debt. It is true 
that tlie demand for California (tears 
in the Eastern cities have been a par­ 
tial relief for the past two or three 
years, hut our product of most kinds 
of fruits lias been rapidly increasing, 
and the crop of the present year will 
lie greater in the access of the proba­ 
ble green fruit demand, than in any 
previous season. W e would say, theii, 
to the fruit growers of the State, do 
not, as heretofore, push all your fruit 
into the San Francisco market, to lie 
thrown by the commission merchant 
into the bay, and then complain that 
h,ou can make no money in the fruit 
of c 
peopu 
have le 


business. 
Bather prepare yourselves 
beforehand for the state of affairs that 
your past experience teaches you will 
be realized. l*ut up your drying scaf­ 
folds or drying houses, ami be prepar­ 
ed to dry all your fruit as it ripens, 
and only sell in a green state when 
the prices warrant a good protit over 
and above expenses; or after a careful 
investigation of the facts in the case, 
you find that it will pay better to pre­ 
serve your fruit in cans than to sell it 
green or to dry it, then ¡trepare your­ 
self with the necessary cans and other 
facilities for saving it in this way. 
But do not, we beseech you, pursue 
the unreasonable and unprofitable 
course you have heretofore pursued to 
your own great loss, and to the great 
scandal of the State. 
. 
I’KOt'KSS OK 1 HIVING IN TICK SIN . 
There are many processes for drying 
fruits, tlie most common being on 
scaffolds in the sun. IVrhaps no State 
in tlie Union lias so favorable a cli­ 
mate for drying fruit in this manner 
as ours, and yet to succeed well by this 
process so t lint the fruit will command 
the highest price, some skill and a con­ 
siderable care is required. It is unne­ 
cessary here to describe the process— 
all are familiar with it—but we will 
call attention to a fact which none 
who would make a.success of drying 
fruit in tlie sun, in ibis State, should 
overlook. It is that nine times out of 
ten, if fruit thus dried in* (Nicked away 
without the necessary precaution of 
scalding, it will be ruined by worms in 
less than one mouth after the packing. 
We would therefore lay it down as a 
rule always to In* followed: When 
your fruit of whatever kind is sufil- 
eiently dry, dip it in boiling water for 
at least half a minute, after which 
again expose it to the sun or place it 
in an oven until tlie surface water has 
been evaporated. It is then ready to 
(jack or send to market. Besides in­ 
suring against danger from worms, 
this scalding will greatly improve tin* 
quality of all dried fruit however it 
may be dried. 
ARTIFICIAL CIIOCKSSKS. 
A process invented and patented u 
few years ago in Maryland lias been 
lists I in this State very successfully. 
Tlie machinery used consists of a tun­ 
nel five feet square and fifteen feet 
long, in which the fruit, after being 
prepared by peeling, etc., is placed for 
drying on shelves, oucabovctheother. 
The air at the bottom of the tunnel is 
then heated by means of pipes to about 
1H0 degrees—at the top it will be above 
1211. 
By means of machinery tin* 
shelves arc gradually passed down 
through the tube and when at the bot­ 
tom having been dried sufficiently by 
the heated air, are discharged into a 
receiver ready tor packing. This is a 
simple and quick method of drying, 
and it is claimed to he superior to tin* 
sun process, inasmuch as the fruit is 
not in tlie least fermented. 
All the 
natural flavor is therefore fully pre­ 
served, so tiiat when cooked the fruit 
lias all tin* freshness of green fruit. 
Another process may he described 
as follows: Tlie fruit is cut up in thin 
pieces by machinery, and then placed 
on galvanized wire cloth in a close 
room that excludes all dust and in­ 
sects. A heated current of air is then 
forced through it by a powerful ex­ 
haust fan, which completes the dry­ 
ing process in from four to six hours. 
Fruit dried in this manner was ex­ 
hibited at our State Fair last Fall and 
commands in tlie San Francisco 
market about fifty percent, more than 
sun dried fruits of ilie same varieties, 
'l ilis latter process is very economical 
and effectual, and we would recom­ 
mend those who have any quantity of 
fruit to look to it. 
CANNING Kill'IT. 
Tin* more popular mode of preserv­ 
ing fruit of late years is by canning 
and excluding tin* air so as to prevent 
the tendency to decay. Any means 
by which the airean be effectually ex­ 
cluded from fruit will jierserve it in 
the same condition as it was in at tin* 
time the air is excluded, any length of 
time—even a thousand years. The 
most common vessel used for this pur­ 
pose is tlie tin can. This is probably 
the cheapest, but for ail fruits that 
have a considerable acidity glass is 
much better. Fruit aoids act ujjoii the 
tin and thus tlie fruit itself acquires a 
disagreeable tinny taste, and becomes 
actually injurious instead of beneficial 
as all fruit should he to health.—[<Ntoc.
